j^^the baccalaureate 
address to the 
^ ^ l a s s of ’97 but added one more oc­ 
casion for congratulation upon the 
part of the people of the city. 
He 
is a Christian gentleman, scholarly, 
energetic, entertaining, and an en- 
t4iusiast upon the subject of mental 
attainments, 
believing 
with 
his 
wiiole heart in our public school 
system. 


The chur. ch interior was beauti­ 
fully decorated with cut flowers 
and potted 
plants 
in 
profusion, 
and was light, cool and airy, the 
fragrance of the blossoms, the sun­ 
light sifting through the stained- 
glass windows, and the bright hues 
o f 
the 
many 
colored 
hats 
and 
bonnets worn by the women in­ 
vited physical ease and mental en- 
jo}mient. 
A lirge ^i^Uoir furnished 
melody in sacred music. 
A part of the front seats of the 
auditorium had been reserved for 
the 
members of 
the graduating 
class, and the faculty and pupils of 
the H igh school, these sections be­ 
ing marked with bands and bows 
o f broad white ribbon. 
Superin­ 
tendent 
Buchanan 
sat 
upon the 
platform, to the right of the pastor. 
R ev. Stevens read a portion of 
the fourth chapter of the book of 
Proverbs for the scriptural lesson 
and took the 
text of his sermon 
from the sixth chapter 01 Deuter­ 
onomy, verses 6 to 9. 
H e began by saying that 
the 
J e w s were 
taught from the text 
book of their day which has be­ 
come the Bible of ours. 
In these 
books were all the laws of the peo- 
ple^— moral, mental and physical— 
and 
comprised the sum of their 
knowledge. 
The Jews, he said, 
had a system of education five hun­ 
dred years before Homer sang and 
a thousand years before Rome had 
a language. 
Not only 
were the 
-Jew ish children taught to read and 
write, but each was given 
some 
trade, so that when his school days 
were over he went forth fully pre­ 
pared for life, “ and to this day a 
J e w can make a living anywhere. ’ ’ 
The speaker said that perfection 
in our school system would not be 
attained until we had adopted this 
Jewish completeness of detail. 
H e went at some length to laud 
the school system, saying that in no 
nation of the earth was there a more 
perfect system than ours. 
Upon 
the 
schools rested the state, the 
home and the whole social and eco­ 
nomic fabric. 
“ Go into a school 
room and you will see there the 
only perfect democracy of our sys­ 
tem of government— the perfect ex­ 
emplification of the idealty, equal 
rights to all 
and special favors 
to none. 
There j^ou will see the 
son of the millionare and of the 
pauper sitting side by side, study­ 
ing from the same book, reciting 


imbibing the 
same pure love of .’ iberty. ’ ’ 
In speaking of the democracv' of 
the common schools, Mr. Stevens 
said that in his class at the uni­ 
versity were two young men, one 
Ihe son of a poor farmer on the 
bleak, desolate prairies of Minnes 
sota, who led his class of three 
hundred; the other the son of a 
millionaire of Cincinnati, who was 
sent home for dissolute habits. 
“ The public school stands for 
discipline, generally more perfect 
in its application than the home or 
church. 
Boys, 
sometimes, 
who 
disturb a congregation 
of wor­ 
shippers to the point of distraction 
and rule the home as with a rod of 
iron, are meek enough at school 
and are perfect pictures of fidelity 
trust. ’ ’
